Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant’s arguments, see page 15, paragraph 3, filed 4/3/08, with respect to 
claims 1,15, and 18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1,15, and 18 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-9, 11-21, and 47-50 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1,15,18, and 48 all include the detail of the enhancement module being 
disposed outside of the housing in which the filter component resides. This is 
nonobvious and unanticipated.
